The objective in this case was the 
steel works at Thionville, midway . between 
Luxemburg and Metz, where a ton of bombs 
was dropped. A further haif-ton of bombs was 
dropped on two large railway junctions in the 
neighbourhood of Metz. Anti-aircraft gun- 
fire and searchlight barrages were considerable 
round the objective. All machines returned.

SUCCESSFUL ATTACK. 


ENEMY’S HEAVY LOSSES. 


BRITISH AIRMEN BUSY. 


Italian Official.—in the Mt. Asolone region 
fighting took piace on Monday afternoon. Our 
troops, effectively supported by the artillery, 
advanced gallantly to rectify their line from 
the north of Osteria-il-Lepre to the head of 
Cesilla Valley. In spite of the enemy's bitter 
resistance and very lively reaction, considerable 
advantages were gained, and very heavy losses 
inflicted on the enemy. We captured eight 
officers, including one lieutenant-colonel, and 
283 other. ranks. 

At Mount Solarol a salient storming party, 
carrying out an effective demonstrative action, 
penetrated into the enemy trenches. 

To the east of Capo Sile, with a surprise 
attack carried out with admirable dash, we 
extended the bridgehead, wresting from the 
enemy some trenches, and then sanguinarily 
repulsing his repeated counter-attacks. Two 
officers, 43 other ranks, two trench mortars, and 
a few machine guffs were captured. 

On the remainder of the front artillery 
actions were more intense astride the Brenta 
valley, and there were patrol encounters, re- 
sulting in our favour, in the valley of Monte 
Melle Priula. 

Four enemy aeroplanes were brought down 
by our airmen to the north of Foza, at 
Valstagna, and on Mount Terappa, and our 
artillery accounted for a fifth machine near 
Ormelle. Two other machines were brought 
down by the British airmen near Radogne (east 
of Conegiano) In the afternoon seaplanes 
effectively bombarded enemy movements along 
the Lower Piave.

By  break- 
ing off negotiations, Russia risks suppression 
of her newly-won freedom by Austro-German 
military forces, and in this crisis true British 
people must speak. Russian people can 
only succeed in their great and perilous endea- 
vour if supported by the people everywhere. 

The British people must proclaim to the 
peoples of Russia and the Central Empires, that 
its aims are identical with those of Russia; 
that they, too, see no solution of the evils of 
militarism except on the principles of no annexa- 
tions or punitive indemnities, and of the rights 
sgt mb to determine their own destinies. 

he message proceeds—We must proclaim 

to the people of Germany and Eó so 
that we intend this in good faith, withont re- 
servations; that we are not putting forward 
hollow formulas as a pretext for breaking up 
or weakening States now at war with us, in 
order to increase the power of our own Empire 
at their expense. Conscious of the problems 
that the reciprocal aplication of these prin- 
ciples would raise, the message suggests, as 
steps towards a general solution of the difficul- 
ties, an honest attempt by each party to set 
its own house in order, and open discussion in 
common. 

Declaring that the British people accepts the
